A RAILROAD ADVENTURE. 
From “ Rutledge.” 

By and by the cars came tearing through the town with a whoop 
and a shriek, that seemed to excite everybody wonderfully, considering 
the frequency of the occurrence. Passengers, porters, newsboys, in one 
mad crowd, rushed toward the depot, each emulating in his own proper 
person, the noble rage of the snorting, impatient monster, upon whose 
energy we were all depending.

That observation, either from the fact of its being 
so absurdly incorrect in.its premises, or from the stronger fact of its 
being the only one addressed to me until 7 p. M.. when we stopped at 
F—— for purposes of refreshment, impressed itself very much upon my 
mind. 

After the wretched meal, called by compliment tea, which we were 
allowed twenty minutes to partake of, lad been dispatched, and we 
were again settled in the cars in which we were to travel all night, com- 
menced the trials of the journey—to me, at least, for I was an entire 
novice, not having been twenty miles away from St. Catharine’s since I 
was first taken there, and having but a dim recollection of that, my first 
and last journey till the present time. Being also subject to the most 
unbearably severe headaches upon any unusual excitement, it is not very 
it wonderful that on this occasion I was attacked with one, and before 
¥} night had actually set in, was as completely miserable, as in the morn- 
ing I had been completely happy.

Vy suttered or dreaded—all the fancied and real triais of my life, then and 
there beset my aching head, and made sleep or composure an impossi- 
| bility. 

If there had been a soul to speak to, a human voice to say a single 
word of sympathy, however commonplace, I thought it would have 
made the night endurable. But among the sleepy, senseless crowd 
around, the only one I had a right to expect attention from, or to whom 
I was entitled to address a word, was as regardless of ny existence as 
any of the rest. Mr. Rutledge occupied the seat before me, and the im- 
perfect light of the lamp that rattled and flickered above us, showed me 
} more plainly than any other object, his fixed, unsympathizing face, as 
he leaned against the window of the car, his lips compressed and his 
brow knit. He did not sleep any more than I did, nor do I think he 
was a whit more comfortable; but he had his impatience under better 
control, and never moved a muscle jor uttered a sound for hours to- 
gether.

could have been devised for my tears. They were done, altogether;

A facetious correspondent, who appears to have mistaken our letter-box 
for that of a witty contemporary, sends us a query—Which is the most indus- 
trious writer, Dickens, Bulwer Lytton, or Mr. Warren? to which he answers 
Dickens ; for he writes All the Year Round, while Bulwer has written Night 
and Morning, and Mr. Warren, Now and Then. In justice to the latter gen- 
tleman, our friend should have remembered that when he was merely writing 
novels, Mr. Warren wrote Ten Thousand a Year. 


The well-known Mr. Tauchnitz, of Leipzig, has just published his five-hun- 
dredth volume of English repriats, being a volume entitled Five Centuries of 
the English Language and Literature. In a statement in the preface he just] 
lays claim to the merit of having paid English authors something for their 
works long before the copyright convention. The case may be paralleled 
with that of many houses, both in England and America, who adopt the plan 
of making arrangements with authors, though on the other side of the Atlantic. 
We have no desire to encourage false sentiment on this subject. It is quite 
true that the publishers are recompensed by the superior estimation in which 
editions anthorised by the writer are held, and that liberty to stamp their 
copies with the words “author's edition,” is in itself, no doubt, a valuable 
thing. All this we know; but we still think that the house which or 
prefers the more creditable course is, at least, entitled to all the respect whic 
1s due to honorable dealing.
